The Relief of Rumetha. 


Mr. Churchill's announcement in the | 
House of Commons yesterday that the | 
beleaguered garrison of Rumetha had been | 
relieved is welcome news. Rumetha is. 
situated in the Middle Euphrates, about | 
200 miles up the river from Basra, and 
some 150 miles south-east of Baghdad. | 
Since July Ist a garrison of six hundred | 
men, mainly Indians, has been besieged 
by Arab tribes, and all efforts to relieve 
it from the south have failed owing to 
the presence of large’ Arab forces at 
Samawa. The successful column, however, 
was sent down from Baghdad, and con- 
sisted of an infantry brigade with some 
artillery. It was concentrated at dawn on 
Sunday last, and early on Monday morn- 
ing reached a position four miles north- 
west of Rumetha, where it was met by 
some 2,000 Arabs, entrenched in three 
lines. A pitched battle was fought, in 
which the British used aeroplanes, and 
inflicted heavy losses on their opponents. 
Nevertheless, the Arabs seem to have put 
uv a stubborn resistance, and to have held 
their positions until Monday night, when 
they sounded the retreat. On Tnesday 
morning the relief column passed over the 
evacuated positions and punished the 
Arabs, who by this time had taken to 
flight, by machine-gun fire directed from 
aeroplanes. Shortly after noon the garrison 
was relieved. The War Office states that 
it has received no report of British casual- 
ties suffered in this engagement: but the 
Press Association learns that, in the fight- 
ing which preceded it‘around Rumetha and 
Semawa, we lost some five hundred men al! 
told. Rumetha, as we think, has taught 
us two things, One of these is that the 
policy of besprinkling a huge hostile 
country with tiny isolated garrisons is as 
dangerous as it is useless; the other, that 
the Arab is not a foe to be despised. 
Hitherto people in Great Britain have 
been accustomed to regard the Mesopo- 
tamian native as the sort of person whom

The Missing Norfolks. 


After the lapse of nearly five years one 
of the greatest mysteries oí the war has 
been solved. On the night of August 
12th, 1915, during the fierce fighting which 
took place at Anafarta, en the Gallipoli 
Peninsula, a battalion “of. the Norfolk 
Regiment disappeared. When the signal 
to advance was given Colonel Sir H. 
Beauchamp, with sixteen officers and 250 
men, pressed forward into a forest, driv- 
ing the Turks before them. They never 
were seen again. In his despatch Sir | 
Ian Hamilton alluded to the battalion’s 
disappearance as “a very mysterious 
affair,” and there the matter résted until 
Wednesday, when the Reverend C. 8. 
Edwards, M.C., who has been employed 
in graves’ registration’ work on the 
Peninsula, presented a report tthe War! nite 
Office. He says that, on going over. the | 
Anafarta Plain, he found the remains of | 
the missing men lying more than a mile 
beyond what had been the British front 
line. Apparently the battalion had ad- 
vanced in perfect order, and had been 
caught by a deadly hail of machine-gun 
fire. “ Touching one another lay the bodies 
of fifty Britons and Turks, the heads of 
the latter facing seawards and those of the 
attackers towards their adyersaries’ lines.’’ 
The fate of the 5th Norfolks deserves to 
rank among the most glorious annals of 
our race. Cut off from help, they refused 
to surrender and died fighting. It was by 
spirit such as theirs that the war was 
won.

Class would 
remain. “There would still be classes that en- 
joyed all the good things of life, others that 
had to be content with a few. If any one 
profession or trade were finally to dominate all 
the others, it would probably be the doctors, 
for all the world needs them, while they do 
not need all the world. If the doctors of the 
world combined together to-morrow to demand 
a hundred pounds a visit as their minimum fee, 
they would get it. 

But when the Syndicalist talks of classes he 
really means two classes only—the class that 
have more and the class that have less. 
omits to point out that there ix not, and cannoli 
be, a fixed point where one class begins and 
the other ends. The only people who can be 
quite certain of the class to which they belong. 
and always will belong, are the aforesaid 
“down-and-oute.” A few years ago an engine. 
driver certainly would have been classed among 
those that had less. That would scarcely be 
true to-day. In the early stages of the Bol- 
shevist revolution it was decreed that anyone 
who held more than a certain amount of land 
belonged to thé “ bourgeois’ class, Later the 
acreage was reduced. Overnight 
ceased to be peasants, and became “ bourgeoia”’ 
These fine distinetions may appeal to the 
Bolshevist doctrinaire, but they do not interest 
the renk and file. Bolshevism is like the 
Trish Land Acts, which túmned one géneration 
of landless men into landlords but did not 
prevent another from growing up. Bolsheviam 
can make a whole nation paupers, and. there- 
fore, proletarians once. But it cannot destroy 
human nature, and the process by which some 
succeed and others fail. some toil and acquire 
and enjoy while others fall behind in the race. 
immediately will begin anew.
